FULL RETREAT FROM SICILY 


Confesses Murder of Twi n Boys

W 
E hav e in Sicily the seemingly 
paradoxical spectacle of the 
Germans battling to a bloody fin- 
-sh against the Anglo-American ad­ 


v a n c e 
whereas in the v astly im­ 
po rtant stru ggle for Tu nisia—Hit­ 
lers last toe-hold in North Africa* 
-the Nazis su rrendered wholesale 
when cornered. 
This strik ing difference in be­ 
hav ior is attracting the attention 
of observ ers, and indeed It’s high­ 


l y im portant that we k now what is 
behind it. It is su ggested by some 
writers that this rev ersal of form 
in the 
German rank s is du e to 
recognition 
that the reich is now in 
dire peril and mu st be defended 
to the 
death, whereas the Nazis 
troops in Tu nisia didn’t regard that 
zone as v ital to the fatherland. 
Hav ing seen the Boche in op­ 
eration in two wars I don’t believ e 
that's the 
answer to ou r phenom­ 
enon in Sicily. R ather I think that 
the famou s General Montgomery 
gav e u s the k ey when he remark ed 
to me in North Africa 
last 
De­ 
cember : 
The German Is a good soldier 
and will fight, thou gh I believ e it 
is tru e that once you get him 
down he 
crack s u p.” 
As I see it the Germans q u it in 
Tu nisia, not becau se that cou ntry 
wasn't v ital to their master bu t be­ 
cau se they realized that continu a­ 
tion of the 
stru ggle was eq u iv alent 
to su icide. They had no hope of 
beating the Allies and they had no 
hope of 
escaping from the trap in­ 
to which 
they had been pu shed. 
The situ ation 
in 
Sicily , 
ho w­ 
ev er, is q u ite different despite the 
fact tha t 
the Boche k now they 
hav en’t a whisper of a hope of hold­ 
ing the 
island. While they fu lly 
recognize that they mu st “abandon 
ship.' they 
u ndou btedly 
believ e 
(l) that they hav e a fair chance 
ci pu lling.„ per a Dunkerque awl 
escaptef to H ie metou *ml (in dactf 
some of them 
already hav e made 
the bloody 
passage o f 
Meesiaa 
strait), and (1) that o gee they are 
on the 
mainland they ultimately 
will be able to join the 
German 
troops 
which are holding the line 
of the 
Po riv er in northern Italy 
in force.

The su spect had been released 
from the psychopathic ward at City 
hospital only two days before the 
attack on the Bu chanan boy, hos­ 
pital officials said- 
As the mu rder charge was pre­ 
pared for filing in ju v enile cou rt, 
the social tragedy brou ght a wav e 
of demands for action against de­ 
generates and a pledge from Gov . 
John W. Brick er for State Welfare 
department aid toward this end.

Lowe, 64, of Clev eland, bu ried u n­ 
der the wreck age of the farm home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Charles M.Krapp, 
west of Vermilion, and John Selby, 
25, of Waynesbu rg, who died when 
a twister destroyed the CCC Tru ck ­ 
ing Co.'s garage and warehou se at 
Canton. 
War produ ction was halted at the 
Carnegie Steel Corp., the Bariu m 
Stainless Steel Corp. and the No. 2 
plant of Dlebold, Inc., at Canton. 
Sev eral homes 
were 
stru ck h i’ 
lightning and many windows shat­ 
tered. 
Felled power lines plu nged 
the city into dark ness for sev eral 
hou rs. A score of persons were ad­ 
mitted to hospitals for treatm ent of 
minor inju ries. 
29 Treated at Warren 
A dozen hou ses were demolished 
a t Leav ittsbu rg, fou r miles west of 
W arren and more than 20 person1 
were remov ed to Warren hospitals 
for treatment. 
Su bu rban Olmsted township near 
Clev eland was stru ck by a small 
tornado that destroyed three resi­ 
dences and badly damaged a score 
Of others.

Appropriations now available for carrying on the 
war am ount to $203,000,000,000 or enough to run the 
war for the next two years. Now congress has gotten 
around to-the point of asking the military for an ac­ 
counting a |' to how tills money is to be spent.

CHUNGKING — Fighting an up hill battle against lack of p ersonnel 
and equip ment. U. S. Army dentists in the p ast year have maintained the 
health of American soldiers in the China-Burma-India theater while si­ 
multaneously laying the groundwork for the first organized dental service 
in the Chinese Army. 
When the first dental unit arrived at an Indian p ort in Ap ril, 1942, it 
j 
faced the task of caring for an average of 1,000 men p er dentist comp ared 
to the normal army ratio of one dentist for each 500 men. It had only 
j 
field dental equip ment with a minimum of filling material, medicines and 
Instruments. Clinics were established at the major American bases and 
16 hours was the normal work ing day. 
Maj. Walter J. Newton. 31. oi Olatche. Kan., a graduate of the Kansas 
City Dental College, and a p rivate p ractitioner in Ok lahoma City before 
he joined the Army, was in charge of the first unit. His first job. however, 
was not p ulling teeth but constructing a bomb disp ersal area at the In­ 
dian p ort. 
“The jobs were slightly different." 
Major Newton said, “but I had had 
a little exp erience in engineering 
and General Wheeler was short of 
engineers.

comp aratively 
easy, just interp reting bluep rints. 
But it was the biggest cavity I ever 
work ed on.”

India-C'hina theater dental surgeon, 
op ened a training center for Chin­ 
ese. These men, mast of them from 
the Chinese Army's p harmaceutical 
dep artment, received 
two months’ 
training under Colonel Budge at a 
training center in India. They were 
taught emergency oral surgery for 
soldiers at the 
front, 
anaesthesia 
and oral hygiene. A sp ecial field k it 
was designed for the Chinese whioh 
was not as bulk y as the American 
k it. 
Surpass Ameritar« ' Teeth 
"They did a damned good job on 
the Chinese soldiers,” Budge com­ 
mented. “The Chinese Army does­ 
n ’t seem to need fully-trained and 
equip p ed dental surgeons. All of the 
country boys had p ractically p erfect 
teeth, while the soldiers from the 
city were not so well off. All in' all, 
the Chinese had better teeth than 
the Americans. We dont’ k now the 
reason—maybe lt was due to their 
teeth structure or their diet, since 
the average Chinese eats very little 
sweets. Mouth 
diseases, however, 
were as p revalent 
as among 
the 
Americans.” 
_ 
Members of the Army dental se* 
vice rarely if ever get medals for 
their work and seldom see actual 
combat, but there Is little question 
that they and their colleagues in 
the medical service sacrifice as much 
in their p ersonal Ufe as any men in 
the Army.

COLUMBUS, Aug. 14.—The rigors or war have extracted a heavy toll 
in playing talent, coaches and equipment from Ohio’s High schools, Ath- j 
letic Commissioner H. R. Townsend said today, but the czar of Buckeye 
scholastic athletics predicted a "highly successful 1943 football campaign, 
despite the handicaps’’. 
On the deficit side, Commissioner Townsend listed: 
Last year 477 Ohio High schools played football, putting the Buckeye 
state second only to Texas in the num ber of competing squads. This year 
only 400 school will be in the Ohio scrap 
Between Sept. 1. 1942, and May 1, 1943, the Ohio schools lost 354 
coaches. Prior to Sept. 1, more than 80 coaches departed. Of th at total. 
347 are definitely known to be In the service, along with many others who 
have left coaching jobs since May I. 
There Is a definite shortage of 
trained coaches.

CAIRO—The Anti-Locust organ­ 
ization of the 
Middle East 
has 
thrown back the hordes of locusts 
which threatened 
to invade the 
area this year, according to Minis­ 
ter of State R. G. Casey, and Is 
now preparing to meet a renewed 
onslaught next year, “the greatest 
menace to the Middle East since 
the Axis." 
Mr. Casey, at a press conference, 
described the Anti-Locust organiza­ 
tion's intelligence system. It is very 
much like a police radio network, 
with coordinating centers in Jeru­ 
salem, Cairo, W ad Medani 
(Su­ 
dan). Nairobi and, just recently, 
in 
Heheran, 
where 
information 
can be exchanged with India, Af­ 
ghanistan and the U. S. S. R. 
The 
am m unition 
used In this 
campaign, 
sodium 
arsenlte 
and 
bran, was distributed from strategic 
pools in Port Said, Port Sudan, 
Tel Aviv, Basra and Teheran, while 
the British Army supplied 
trans­ 
port, local governments gave food 
and medical supplies, and the RAF 
provided airplanes from which lo­ 
custs could be "dusted" with poison. 
Every twelve or thirteen years 
tiie locusts burst from their prin­ 
cipal breeding 
grounds, on both 
sides of the Red Sea and the Per­ 
sian gulf and in the R ajputana des­ 
ert of India to over-run the en­ 
tire Middle East. They were ex­ 
pected to make a m ajor effort this 
vear but are 
apparently waiting 
till 1944. Keeping them in check 
will save hundreds of thousands 
of tons of shipping for the United 
Nations by preserving crops in the 
Middle East and reducing the im­ 
ports required. 
The Anti-Locust organization Is 
part 
of 
the 
Middle East Supply 
Center, an Anglo-American organ­ 
isation which keeps a guiding hand 
on Imports and exports, production 
and transportation throughout the 
Middle East. 
This year the most serious threat 
came in South Persia where swarms 
poured in from 
Baluchistan 
last 
winter to breed Operations against 
hooper bands here extended over 
a 650-mile, front, with Russian. Per­ 
sian and RAF aircraft in action. 
In another operation a British ex­ 
pedition destroyed a band of hop­ 
pers three miles long In the Hasa 
Province on the eastern shore of 
Arabia. In Eritrea swarms twelve 
miles long have been sighted.

"W hen they cut loose It looked 
like they were blasting the hill in 
half. They poured In a concentra­ 
tion of five rounds each in a three- 
m inute barrage. T hat turned out 
th e . lights for the enemy battery. 
No more fire came from them . 
“Next day our infantry was 
able 
to pass this position 
and 
found 
signs indicating th at all 
12 
guns 
had been in line close together. 
“Doughboys 
found

vehicles sm ashed by our fire. About 
a mile down the road they came 
across three more guns In such bad
